REMARKS 

The Office Action, mailed August 10, 2009, has been received and its contents carefully 
noted. The pending claims, claims 3, 4, 9-10, 12-15, 21, 23 and 25, were rejected while claim 4 
was objected to. 

In the present Amendment the specification and Abstract have been amended to better 
conform the language with an embodiment illustrative of the present state of prosecution. 

In the present Amendment, claims 3, 13 and 25 have been amended. Claim 13 includes 
some minor editorial amendments while claim 25 has been made to depend from claim 3. 

In the Office Action, claim 4 was objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim 
but noted to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant has amended independent claim 3 by adding in limitations from objected to 
claim 4 in a manner believed to render the amended claim 3 in immediate condition for 
allowance. Therefore, claim 3 and claims 9, 10, 12-14 and 25 dependent on independent claim 3 
are also submitted to be allowable. 

All of the stated grounds of rejection have been properly traversed, accommodated, or 
rendered moot. Therefore, it is respectfully requested that the Examiner reconsider all presently 
outstanding rejections and that they be withdrawn. It is believed that a full and complete 
response has been made to the outstanding Office Action and, as such, the present application is 
in condition for allowance. If the Examiner believes, for any reason, that personal 
communication will expedite prosecution of this application, the Examiner is invited to 
telephone the undersigned at the number provided.
